'Three Hundred Additional Soldiers for Voca­ 
tional Training Would Equal Pay Roll of 
M ammoth Manufacturing Plant — Leader 
Am ong M oneyed Interests N eeded — Means 
G reater College and G reater Bryan. 


Secretary Eberstacit of the Bryan 
Commercial club held a conference 
With Director Nash of the vocational 
section of A. and M. college yesterday 
with regard to federal students and 
was informed by Mr. Nash that hun­ 
dreds of the vocational students are 
being sent out every month from 
the Dallas office, and that a great 
number of these students really pre­ 
fer to come to A. and M. college. 
It was further stated that the fed­ 
eral students here wore well pleased 
with the work at A. and M. and with 
the treatm ent accorded them by Bry­ 
an people. This fact suggests the idea 
that Bryan, perhaps, is standing in 
her own light in not preparing to 
care for a total of 500 of these stu­ 
dents. 
There is no doubting the fact 
but that Bryan business men would 
contribute 
liberally 
to 
a factory 
proposition 
that 
would 
insure 
a 
monthly pay roll of from $20,000 to 
$50 000, yet no especial effort is be­ 
ing put forth to bring these students 
to A. and M. which means a pay roll 
of $20,000 per month already, and 
could be raised to $.50,000 per month 
if the facilities were provided. 
There is a great need for a big 
boarding house or two in Bryan. With 
the number of visitors here now it is 
difficult to procure boarding accom­ 
modations. 
Just recently a boarding 
house was sold for an apartm ent and 
{j/ty boarders were turned out to 
^ e k new quarters. 
With such facili­ 
ties and a heartv co-operation on the 
part of the business men it would be 
possible to bring BOO of these federal 
stu d e n t *e A. and M 
Each single 
man receives a stipulated salary of 
JRO n,»r month and each married man 
receives $115 with an additional $10 
if there is a child in the family. All 
the money is spent right here in Bry­ 
an 
and in the course of twelve 
months will aggregate a vast u r n 
Mr. Nash pronosed 
to 
Secretary 
Eberstadt th at he go to Dallas and 
consult with Mr. Doughty, in charge 
of vocational training, if Bryan can 
take care of more of the federal stu­ 
dents, and make claim for a m o r e 
liberal assignment of these students 
to A. and M. 
When asked how many the town 
could procure. Mr. Nash asked how 
many were wanted, and the secretary 
promptly said an additional SOO which, 
with the present 200, would give a 
total of 500 students. 
It is not im­ 
possible to get this number of stu­ 
dents assigned to A. and M. if the 
college is able to care for them and 
Bryan people will provide boarding 
places, 
homes, 
light 
housekeeping 
rooms and rent houses. 
Secretary 
Kberstadt told Mr. Nash to send on 
lust as many as were assigned and 
that the city would take care of them, 
but to do it he m ust have the hearty 
co-operation of the citizenship. 
Secretary EberRtadt suggests that 
the business men of Bryan make some 
investigation of the m atter and pro­ 
vide places for taking care of the 
students. 
He declared that it was 
an opportunity that Bryan would not 
get every year and that the city 
should make the most of it. 
The m atter will receive the careful 
consideration of the commercial club 
and if there is a chance to take care 
of more federal students an effort 
will be made to get them.

DIED OF STARVATION 
WHEN DENIED HIMSELF 
NECESSITIES OF LIFE 


Newark, Dec. 3.—Death by starva 
lion, although 
he 
had more than 
$2,000 has overtaken Frank Zabislski, 
who denied himself the barest neces­ 
sities of life in order that he m ight 
some day return in opulence to his 
wife and three children in Russia. 
Hollow’ cheeked and pallid, the Rus­ 
sian died Sunday of a malady that 
puzzled the physicians until the coun­ 
ty physician reported that his death 
was due to starvation. 


Douglas, Wy., Dec. 8.—Two score 
more years of prison life with a pos­ 
sibility of death in the electric chair 
confront Bill Carlisle, m aster bandit 
and train robber, as he lay in the 
Douglas hospital with a bullet wound 
in his right chest while an armed 
guard hovered in the back ground 
of nurses to prevent his escape. 
Carlisle was shot down in a cabin 
near here late yesterday by Sheriff 
A. S. Roach, of Wheatland, w’hen the 
bandit learned that he was cornered 
and reached for an automatic pistol to 
give battle to a posse of twenty that 
had trailed him since Sunday through 
a bitter blizzard, 
Carlisle escaped 
from 
prison on 
November 15, 1919, and on November 
18 held up the Union Pacific limited 
between Rock River and Medicine 
Bow, Wy., and on the same day help­ 
ed himself to arms and ammunitions 
from the special train carrying a 
posse to capture 
him, 
and later, 
Carlisle telegraphed the Union Pa­ 
cific authorities 
from 
Casper, Wy., 
ridiculing their detectives. 
Immediately following the holdup 
of the Union Pacific, the greatest 
man hunt in history was inaugurat­ 
ed with detectives, sheriff posses and 
a whole troop of cavalry participat­ 
ing. On the day following the holdup 
Severn posses and the troop of cavalry 
were in the field scouring the wildest 
of territory in an endeavor to round 
up the lone-handed cutlaw* who seem­ 
ed more like a mythical man. 
Bold 
to a degree of brazenly, Carlisle tip­ 
ped off bis maneuvers with letters 
and telegram s that irritated officers. 
A Dare-devil Career. 
Bill Carlisle is 29 years old and 
w’as born in Chester, Pa. 
While he w’as serving a life-sen- 
ten ce in Wyoming, many persons he 
had robbed corresponded with him. 
Model Prisoner. 
He w’as a model prisoner, and dis­ 
tinguished himself as a needle-work 
expert. 
He sought a pardon, but the 
best he could obtain was the commu­ 
tation of his sentence to 25 to 50

Two Villa rebels are reported to 
have presented themselves at the fed­ 
eral headquarters at Parral and noti­ 
fied the commander there that Villa 
had been captured and was being 
held for surrender to the Carranza 
forces. 
Details of the bandits’ de­ 
mands have not been learned here, 
but it is known that a detachment of 
federal forces has been sent from 
Parral to the spot indicated by the 
two deserting Villa rebels. 
P. W. Caballero, who received the 
news, is in Juarez on an inspection 
tour, accompanying Colonel Paulino 
Fontes, director general of the Na­ 
tional Railways of Mexico. 
Mexican 
officials here expressed the opinion 
that General Gonzalo Escobar, com­ 
mander of the Juarez district, would

to

City for a conference with military 
officials there. 
So far as is known the only offer 
of reward for the capture of Villa 
has been made by the state govern­ 
ment of Chihuahua.

time, when every economy should be 
practiced, but he also advocates the 
plan of one variety, and only one, 
jof cotton for each community in or­ 
der that the seed may be more easily 
kept pure and improved.

“In this way our farmers may be­ 
come in the near future seed breeders 
and seed sellers instead of seed buy­ 
er*. 
The opportunity is ours and it 
is hoped that the farmers of Brazos 
county will not fail to take advantage 
of it. 
Otherwise, seed sharks will 
get in their work of selling high pric­ 
ed seed with the result that many 
may fail to get dependable planting 
seed, and the different communities 
of the county nill be filled with every 
imaginable variety of cotton.
